Dear Sir: 


Your letter of April 9th and your very 
interesting circular describing the "Treaty of Peace" 
medal, received. 


On April 1, 1919, a tax was levied by the 
United States Government on jewelry. whether real or 
imitation, and many other articles ornamented with 
precious metals or imitations, or ivory. Under this 
head also, will come canes or umbrellas that are 
ornamented in any way. And the ruling is so broad, 
I can not determine, nor my associates, whether a 
medal such as this “Treaty of Peace" medal will be 
subject to this 5% tax. 


It seems to me it would be wise for you 


- to get a decision ffom the United States Government 
regarding this medal, whether a tax would be levied 
or not. 


This tax is so planned by the Government 
that we are obliged to keep record of each and every 
individual retail sale on this kind of merchandise, 
which requires a great deal of extra bookkeeping 
And before making a decision I would like to have an 
answer regarding this tax.
